Kennemer shot himself in the fore- 
head over the right eye. and died 
instantly. He left no explanation of 
why he ended his life.

One was from Miss Lue Potter of 
Springfield, written March 2.

I am 
going to Stafford, Mo., to nurse Lulu 
West, who is sick. I am a good nurse.

Jim, if you still want 
those pictures I will get them for you. I 
would do anything, almost, for you. 
What other girls have you written to? 
Tell me the truth.”

stadt and Van Raalte were among the 
heavy purchasers. It was alleged that 
the Harvell Co. had violated the law 
in the sale of the jewelry to the St. 
Louis dealers having been in bankrupt- 
cy at the time. 

Eisenstadt and Van Raalte told Chief 
of Police Young, after their arrest, 
that they would waive extradition and 
go to Litchfield on an afternoon train. 

Soon after the Litchfield grand jury 
began investigating the charges of fraud 
in connection with tle sale of the jew- 
elry, the Sheriff of Mountgomery Coun- 
ty came to St. Louis to seek the at- 
tendance of Eisenstadt and Van Raalte 
as witnesses. They were taken to the 
Four Courts by detectives, and prom- 
ised to go to Litchfleld, according to 
Chief Young. 

They failed to keep their promise, 
Young says, and the indictments were 
voted against them,to force them to 
go. Eisenstadt has an office in the 
Star Building at Twelth and Olive 
streets, and Van Raalte has a pawn- 
shop on Sixth street, near Pine.

dist Church, South, in his Sunday evening sermon, because Emma Goldman 
had been permitted to preach her propaganda of free love and other radical 


theories in the club’s auditorium, 

The minister’s declaration that the 
semi-social recognition of Miss Gold- 
man was “the most outrageous and 


scandalous spectacle ever witnessed in 
a civilized community” brought vigor- 
ous retorts from most of the members, 
one of whom declared. that it was idiot- 
ic of him to presume to judge her.” 

A dissenting voice was that of Mrs, 
W. K. Bixby, chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee of the club, who said 
she practically agreed with what the 
preacher said. 

Colleagues Indorse Him. 

The Rev. Dr. Lee’s stand was fpheld 
at the meeting of the Southern Meth- 
odist Ministers’ Association in Centen- 
ary Chureh Monday. A resolution was 
adopted expressing ‘‘full sympathy with 
his heroic attitude,’’ and pledging the 
members to ‘‘denounce vigorously and 
prophetically any and all unwholesome 
proceedings which threaten to destroy 
our city’s morality.” 

Miss Goldman, just hefore she left 
the Maryland Hotel Monday, said she 
had not read Dr. Lee’s sermon, and had 
never heard of him until a few minutes 
before. She left for Belleville, I?l., 
where she is to repeat her address on 
“Tolstoy as Author and Rebel,’’ which 
was the subject of one of her talks at 
the Wednesday Club. In the lecture 
she advances her anarchist and free 
love theories. 

Town constables arrested Miss Gold- 
man Sunday night at Staunton, Il., but 
released her in time for her to address 
a small audience in a laundry building. 


Club Not Concerned. 
Mrs. ,E. R. Kroeger, president of the 


Wednesday Club, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“The Goldman affair does not in the 
least concern the Wednesday Club. The 
Wednesday Club had nothing to do 
with it. I’ do not think the members 
of the Wednesday Club would favor 
that sort of thing. 

“The building is in charge of a man- 
ager and the manager rented the hall. 
I have no criticism to offer of the 
manager, as it is entirely his affair. 

“But the Wednesday Club is not in 
the least concerned. It has no control 
whatsoever over the building. The build- 
is the property of the Wednesday Club 
Building Co., a separate corporation. 
All the members of this latter company 
are members of the Wednesday Club, 
but they are a business organization.” 

Dr. Lee’s Comment. 

The Rev. Dr. Lee said Monday that 
he did not know/ when preparing his 
sermon that the hall of the club was 
for rent to all comers.

“TIT do not know that Emma Goldman 
indulges in harmful statements,’’ she 
said. ‘If Dr. Lee has never heard her, 
but spoke only from hearsay, as so many 
ministers and others do, then he has no 
right to criticise. I was out of the city 
when Miss Goldman spoke at the club.’’ 

Club Not Responsible. 

Miss Clara McCluney of 4427 Westmin- 
ster place, correSponding secretary, de- 
clared that she desired to avoid argu- 
ments with clergymen. “Dr. Lee is en- 
titled to his opinion,” said Miss Mc- 
Cluney, “but I can’t say whether he is 
right or wrong, as I did not go to hear 
Miss Goldman.

Miss Alice Martin. who was a4 
guest at Councilman Frank P. Crun- 
den’s dinner to Miss Goldman, and 
who is a member of the Wednesday 
Club, thinks the Rev. Dr. Lee has no 
right to judge her. 

“He did not hear her and has not 
talked to her,” said Miss Martin, “and 
I think it is perfectly idiotic for him 
to presume to judge her. It is ex- 
tremely unjust and unreasonable. 

“This is a free country, supposedly.

A woman good enough tq bear 
with a husband that abuses her, and 
goes out washing four days a week 
for the sake of her children, is good 
enough to be the wife of any Ameri- 
can and no man could wish for a bet- 
ter wife, declared Judge Pollard in 
the Dayton Street ‘Police Court Mon- 
day. 

Mrs. Mattie Brockett had her hus- 
band, Shirley Brockett, a former po- 
liceman, arrested for slapping her. 
Judge Pollard heard the testimony 
of the wife that for eight years her 
husband had done little work, had 
given little for the support of her 
and their four children, that she 
went out washing, that he had 


had been afraid for the eight years 
that he would kill her. 

Then the husband testified that not a 
word she said was true. 

The Judge wrote on his docket: “I 
am afraid of my husband and fear he 
will take my life.” He called Mrs. 
Brockett and she signed it. 

Then Brockett asked to be allowed to 
say a word more. He said: 

“Judge, I am not a wife-beater. I am 
too much of a man to strike a woman. I 
never lifted my hand to her. She just 
got mad because I spilt some milk.” 

The wife asked to be permitted to an- 
swer, but the Judge said: 

“Tt is not necessary, madam. I un- 
derstand your case. You are a typical 
American woman and I am proud that 
we have such wives and mothers in this 
eountry.”’

According to the petition, Angelly 


courted his wife believing she was sin- 
gle and had never been married. He al- 
leges that, a year after their marriage, 
he discovered that she had had two 
former husbands. He also states in his 
petition that in September, 1909, just be- 
fore they separated, he met his wife on 
the street with another man. They weré 
married May 12, 1901. 

Judge Allen Monday gave Blanche 
Niehaus a divorce from William Nie- 
haus, on her testimony that her hus- 
band drank to excess and used profane 
language. 

Judge Rassieur gave Hiram Green a 
divorce from Lethia Green. Green testi- 
fied that she once attacked him with a 
carving knife:

Pearl Glassbrenner got a divorce from 
H. Glassbrenner in Judge Homer’s court 
on her plea that her husband was cross 
and that he drank to excess. She said 
they had lived together seven ‘years.

On the day he received the ‘tele- 
gram, Jones recommended that Garen 
be paroled. After Garen had pleaded 
guilty, Judge Taylor refused to grant 
a parole. The plea was then with- 
drawn and Attorney Thomas B. Har- 
vey was appointed special prosecutor 
to conduct the case against Garen.

TWO EMPIRE STATE 
CITIES CONSOLIDATE 


Commission Form, With Recall, 
Initiative and Referendum 
Adopted. 


NEW YORK, March 6.—The new sub- 
urban city of Beacon, to be formed this 
summer by the consolidation of Mat- 
teawan and Fishkill Landing, will have 
the most remarkable city charter ever 
presented to an Eastern legislature. The 
commission form of government, mod- 
eled after the Des Moines plan, will be 
adopted, together with the recall, ref- 
erendum and initiative. 

The city, with a population of about 
15,000, will be ruled by five commission- 
ers, elected at large for four years. The 
commissioner of affairs will practically 
assume all the duties of a mayor, his 
salary to be $300 a year. The commis- 
sioner of accounts will be ex-officio 
City Clerk, and purchasing agent for 
departments. There will be commission- 
ers of public safety, public works and 
finance. 

Every officer of the.city must estab- 
lish office hours and be at his effice 
during such hours, and must report te 
the citizens through newspapers.

Edmond Rostand’s Perilous Re- 
ligious Drama Begins Her St. 
Louis Season. 


DIVINITY ON THE STAGE 


Role of the Christ Portrayed by 
M. Maxudian—Tableaux 
From Holy Writ. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 


di A SAMARITAINE,” in which 
& Sarah Bernhardt began her 
St. Louis engagement on Sunday 
evening at the Olympic Theater, may 
not properly be described as drama. 

It is, instead, a direct and simple 
presentation, in three scenes, of the 
Biblical story of Christ and the woman 
of Samaria, with a daring employment 
of the Savior’s divine figure as the focal 
point around which the action of its un- 
complicated story takes place. Its 
drama is a negligible quantity. 


Edmond Rostand, its author, has 
handled its theme in a deeply reveren- 
tial spirit, utilizing whatever of dra- 
matic quality is found therein, but 
wisely refraining from any attempt to 
create situations ef a greater theatric 
appeal. His poetic thought seems in 
sincere accord with the Holy Writ nar- 
rative which it amplifies and makes 
visibly vital across the footlights. 


The venture undertaken by Rostand is 
perilous, as a matter of course, but 
the question of its propriety is a ques- 
tion that must be answered from the 
viewpoint of one’s religieus convictions 
rather than in accord with any estab- 
lished art canon. 


To those who believe devoutly in the 
divinity of Jesus Christ, it does not 
seem permissible for any playwright to 
utilize His sacred figure for stage pur- 
poses. To those not thus believing, 
Rostand’s work, logically, contains no 
effense. 

Against the manner of the presenta- 
tion of ‘“‘La Samaritaine’’ by Mme. Bern- 
hardt and her company, if once the right 
of staging the Son of God is conceded, 
no valid indictment of sacrilege may 
be brought. The whole issue is found 
in the concession of such a right—and 
here, inevitably, there must needs be 
a sharply defined difference of opinion. 

M. Maxudian realizes, pictorially, the 
Christ-figure which dominates the stage 
at every moment of its presence there- 
on. To the role’s playing, also, he 
brings a careful solicitude for the main- 
tenance of its essential aspect of dl- 
It must be 
granted that he succeeds in this requi- 
site of a most difficult and dangerous 
task. The sweet majesty of the white- 
robed Christ was keenly emphasized, 
the portrait always being jealously 
guarded agairist any touch of disillu- 
sionment. '**’ 

Mme. Bernhardt herself, again a 
miracle ef*age-defying art fervor, visu- 
alized the Samaritan woman with un- 
failing satisfyingness and played the 
part with that precise comprehension of 
its every stage possibility, minor or 
major, that is so unfailing a proof of 
her surpassing genius in drama. It is 
not an--exacting role, however, nor 
does its competent playing add in any 
degree to Bernhardt’s record of mem- 
orable achievement. 

The emotional range of the part is 
necessarily limited. It has its begin- 
ning with the care-free wantonry of the 
woman of Samaria as she approaches 
the ancient well where sits the Christ, 
whose disciples have but a moment 
earlier taken their departure, leaving 
Him alone in the hush of early morn. 
This wanton note is insistently sounded 
throughout all the opening phases of 
her converse with the Son of God, un- 
known to her save in His human as- 
pect. The spiritual contrast accom- 
plished here is of unforgettable impres- 
siveness. 

Suddenly, however, with the unveiling 
of her present and past sins by the gen- 
tle Master who is probing her soul for 
its salvation’s sake, a deeper note is 
provoked from the woman's spiritual 
being. 

It is the note, not of affright so much 
as of awe, and a new light comes into 
the Samaritan’s erstwhile enticing eyes 
as they rest upon the Savior’s face. 

A moment later and His shepherding 
love for her, a stray from God’s fold, is 
felt with an overwhelming response of 
grateful contrition—and henceforward 
the one alkcontrolling passion of her 
life is that of an absorbing adoration 
which helds her consecrate to His serv- 
Tene play’s second act, which pictures 
the conversion of the Samaritan people 
through the medium of this repentant 
wanton, and the third, which brings, 
withthe play’s close, the beautiful scene 
of the Savior again at the old well, with 
children around his knees, the populace 
in worshipful contemplation, He speak- 
ing to them in parables; are but the con- 
tinued development of the Samaritan 
woman’s awakened sense of God. It is 
the climax, not of a pldy, but of a series 
of devotional tableaux in’ which Mme. 
Bernhardt and M. Maxudian are the 
central figures. 

Time’s commonly relentless hand 
seems to have left no disenchanting 
strekes upen the Bernhardt countenance. 
It is still the countenance of a young 
woman. The eyes are vitally brignt 
and of swiftly changing expressional 
range. The mouth is of youthful mo- 
bility, the lips quick to curve with laugh- 
ter ond Op with pensiveness. The clear- 
ly cut\n with its sensitive nostrils, 
carries yio\ slightest suggestions of dead- 
ening age, The cheeks are faintly 
reunded and of delicate skin-texture. 
And the /Bernhardt veice, always a 
marvel ot golden tones—it is still a 
delight to hear. The truth seems to be 
plain that the Bernhardt of our final see- 
ing is to be a Bernhardt very aeéarly 
at her best.

Poultry Raisers in Convention 
Here Are Told How Carriers 
Are Swindled. 








PRODUCT NOT. INSPECTED 





Shipper Unloads His Unmarket- 
able Wares on Roads Who 
Pay at Other End. 





Members of the Missouri Carlot Egg 
and Poultry Shippers’ Association, in 
convention at the Planters Hotel, agreed 
Monday that J. Rufus Wdllingford was 
merely a piker when compared with the 
man who raises poultry. 

Wallingford buncoed a host of village 
and small town bankers and business 
men, but it will be remembered that 
when his literary creator sent him to 
New York to dip his hands into the 
treasuries of the railroads, he went 
broke. 

“The farmers,”’ J. Cyril Begg of Mount 
Vernon, Ill., said Monday, ‘“‘flim-flam 


the railroads out of 88 per cent of their 


earnings on the eggs which are deliv- 
ered to them for shipment.” 
Railroads Are ‘Easy. 

“Tf it was not for the easy way in 
which the railroads fall for the game,’ 
continued Begg, ‘‘the track buyers could 
not exist. But the railroads uncom- 
plainingly pay damages where no darm- 
age has been done by them, The dam- 
ages to the eggs had all accrued. before 
they were delivéred to the roads. 

“I was standing near two farmers one 
day last August and overhead a conver- 
sation that pertained to myself. One 
asked the other: 

*“*What are you laughing at?’ 

** ‘Gee,’ snickered the second; ‘I just 
sold that fellow Begg five cases of eggs 
that I found in the weeds after I had 
cut my wheat.’ 

“This is interesting information,” said 
the chairman, when Begg had conclud- 
ed his talk. “I am sure we would like 
to hear experiences of other members 
of the association.”’ 

None other would arise to tell of his 
experience. The chairman then asked 
all the railroad men who were present 
to arise. Four men stood up. 

They Sat Down Again. 

“Now,” said the chairman, “‘“‘we would 
like you to tell us whether it is true 
that you have to pay back 38 per cent 
of your profits in damages on eggs that 
were bad when they were delivered to 
you.” 

The four railroad men sat down again. 

Begg advocated a scheme whereby 
eggs should be bought and sold by grade 
instead of by the straight dozen. Begg 
said there should be scales of prices for 
the following kinds of eggs: Fresh, 
clean, spotted, dirty, big, small, not so 
fresh and rotten... For the rotten eggs, 
he said, nothing should be paid. 

There are 300 delegates attending the 
cenvention. In welcoming them, F. W. 
Brockman urged that they support Fed- 
eral legislation of storage houses; He 
gave it as his opinion that State authori- 
ties would not be as strict on theif own 
farmers as Federal inspectors.

HE success of Sarah Bernhardt as 
38 the greatest actress in the world 
may be an excellent lesson in filial 
obedience to little girls. 

“I went on the stage because my 
mother ma@de me do so,” she said. “I 
wanted to be a nun. But my mother 
thought she divined talent in me, took 
me to the conservatoire and bade me 
become an actress.’’ 

And Madame Bernhardt, though she is 
a gramdinother today—aye, a great- 
grandmother—does not say this in the 
preaching tone grandmothers are prone 
to when they prate how children did 
not do thus and so in the good old 
days when they were young. On the 
contrary, Bernhardt says this with 
sheepish, pensive childishness, as if she 
shad recently been spanked into contri- 
tion for some obstinacy or waywardness. 

These moments of almost infantile 
wistfulness or perversity occurred fre- 
quently during the half hour or so re- 
ception she accorded the press in her 
uite. atthe Planters Sunday.

In exonerating Philippine officials from all 
charges of wrongdoing in selling the San Jose 
sugar estate of 55,000 acres to .E. L. Poole, an 
agent for Sugar Trust directors, the Congressional 
Investigating Committee takes refuge behind the 
much criticized opinion of Attorney-General] 
Wickersham. This opinion was to the effect 
that the fundamental law of the Philippines, lim- 
iting the amount of public land a corporation 
could acquire to 2500 acres, did not apply to the 
friar lands, which were acquired by the Govern- 
ment subsequent to the adoption of this funda- 
mental law. : ns:

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A VICTORY FOR THE PEOPLE. 

If the calling of the extra session shall be fol- 
lowed at the proper time by a presidential recom- 
mendation that the new Co s remove the 
extortionate taxes upon food and clothing, Mr. 
Taft will have the distinction of promoting a re- 
form’ that cannot fail to give him lasting fame. 
The conditions are all favorable to such a policy. 
Congress is bipartisan, fittingly representing the 
people, who, on the questions now uppermost, are 
nonpartisan. In private life Democrats and Re- 
publicans agree that the plundering schedules of 
the Payne-Aldrich law should be aménded. There 
is no reason why Democrats and Republicans. in 
public life should not co-operate to the same just 
and moderate end. : 

With presidential guidance, the new Congress 
may easily in a few weeks dispose of many trou- 
blesome questions. The oppressive and inexcusa- 
ble taxes upon food and clothing can be removed. 
A permanent tariff commission to examine into 
the intricate system of Custom House taxation 
can be established. By these means we will cul- 
tivate closer relations with our -.-u. est neighbor, 
we will relieve ourselves of burdens imposed upon 
us by greed and privilege, we will restore popular 
confidence in the binding force of elections and 
we will place the technicalities of the tariff ques- 
tion in the hands of an expert board for study 
and reformation. 

All this may now be done in a few weeks, when 
no national election impends, when public opin- 
fon {is alert in support of true progress and when 
Congress is unusually well-disposed toward meas- 
ures Of unquestioned public interest. But to ac- 
complish such results there must be persistent 
presidential leadership, voicing public opinion, 
enforcing the responsibility of legislators and im- 
pressively asserting the duty of just government.

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7 BLOODLESS VICTORIES. 

It is not important to attempt to establish the 
claim that a “world record’ was broken by the 
United States Signal Corps biplane carrying two 
passengers and averaging a mile in a minute and 
seven seconds in continuous flight, 116 miles from 
Laredo to Eagle Pass. It is much more important 
that this is the first really notable success of 
United States Army officers in a field where they 
have unlimited opportunities for showing the 
highest courage and skill. 

No world record made this year in the air is 
likely to stand for more than a few months at 
most. The year is likely tobe one of remarkable 
achievement. The skill and daring of ‘‘civilians” 
since 1900 had its climax in such astonishing suc- 
cesses last year that the work of surpassing them 
this year will be arduous. The attempt to do 
so will certainly be made. It will call for the 
highest trained intelligence which can be de- 
veloped in mind, nerves and muscles. There is 
no room now for questioning final results. Ad- 
vance will be continuous,: but it may suddenly 
develop unexpected successes. 

With an element of danger in the work which 
is hardly less than that of the “firing line” in 
war, the United States Army is offered a new out- 
let for its spirit of adventurous devotion to “the 
service.” . As the opportunity is used for achieve- 
ment great enough to rank with the services by 
which promotion is won in war, promotion ought 
to follow i each case, on the merits of the case. 
If the “spirit of conquest” is necessarily latent in 
every regular army, as some assert, its energies 
can be used in the conquest of the air, without 
disturbing the world’s peace. Military heroism 
has never shown to more spectacular advantage 
than it may in 1911, in winning bloodless vic- 
tories for civilization.

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EVOLUTION OF THE FAMILY. 

Today, when the increase in divorces in the 
United States is relatively greater than the in- 
crease of population; when women are demand-

Charles Dyer Norton, the retiring sec- 
retary to the President, gave a luncheon 
Sunday afternoon to his successor, Mr. 
Hilles; to Robert C. Bailey, who suc- 
ceeds Mr. Hilles as Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, and to those newspa- 
per correspondents in Washington who 
Lin the line of duty have occasion to call 
at the White House. For the most part 
the speeches were of a personal and 
“roasting’’ nature that could not be 
of public interest. 

Hilles Reads Letter.
